An increase in the ten years of 327 mills. I have used the words “mills consuming 
cotton” because there are a number of factories known as woolen mills, each consum- 
ing considerable raw cotton annually, and which naturally are properly classed as 
eotton consumers. One of these concerns reported to me that it had added over 5000 
cotton spindles within the past year. 
Interesting as the above showing is, the facts are even better emphasized by a 
record of spindles and consumption, the comparisons of which are carried back as 


far as 1860:

eate that the Southern people are in the field of cotton manufactures to stay, and with | 


the advantage on their side it is only a matter of time when most of the raw cotton 
produced in the South will be converted into manufactured form adjacent to the cot- 
ton fields. In time every item of useless expense between the producer and consumer 
will be eliminated and no source capable of producing profit omitted. One large mill 
writes me that during the past year it consumed nearly 6,000,000 pounds of raw cot- 
ton which it purchased in the seed, ginned and used the staple direct from the gin 
without baling. This is possible in a great many parts of the South, and while it is 
not resorted to, is one of the items showing advantages that could be gained under 
stress of competition with other sections and countries. 

The item of local freight rates, which is said to have militated against Southern 
factories and in favor of those of the East, is one that may be adjusted when neces- 
sity imperatively demands. 

In relation to the season just closing the increase in the number of bales of cotton 
consumed is, as shown by the tables annexed, the largest on record.

As a 
matterof fact Chicago bank capital, being 
used less for stock-market purposes, is 
more valuable for commercial and agri- 
cultural purposes, and the South has use 
for it in these directions. The banks and 
merchants of the city can well afford to 
cultivate the South as well as the West. 
The advantage of having Chicago as a 
large money center is not to be overesti- 
mated. On the other hand, it is as safe 
to assist in moving the cotton crop as it

Paying for Salt and Water. 





{Montgomery Advertiser.] 
Adulterations are so common in the 
present day that no surprise should be felt 
at the exposure of a new one, but we 
hardly expected to read of the adultera- 
tion of cotton bagging, but it seems that it 
is really accomplished. ‘The Little Rock 
Democrat has been put onto the particu- 
lars of a scheme which is being practiced, 
and by which the farmers of the South 
are swindled out of immense sums anuu- 
ally without knowing it. This refers to 
jute bagging, and the manner of the swin- 
dle and the amount of loss is thus ex- 
plained by The Democrat: 

“For example, a standard weight of 
bagging runs 100 pounds to the roll of 
fifty yards. The trade buys this with the 
understanding that each roll of fifty yards 
contains 100 full pounds of jute, and buys 
it of that weight, two pounds to the yard 
for the textile strength body im- 
parted to it by that quantity of jute fiber. 
Now, as a matter of fact, as the cloth 
comes from the loom the fifty yards weigh 
po more than from eighty to eighty-seven 
pounds, but to meet this shortage of from 


and 


thirteen to twenty pounds the goods are 
treated while being wound in the roll with 
a saturated solution of salt and water, 
which, being wound into a tight, hard roll, 
the salt and tight-rolling retains the mois- 
ture and gives the roll full weight of 100 
pounds. In this way say eighty-live 
pounds of jute and fifteen pounds of salt 
and water are passed to the purchaser as 
1UU pounds of jute, and if, as at present, 
the fabric sells at eight cents per pound, 
the consumer loses $1.20 on every fifty 
yards. What is true of the two-pounu 
bagging is true of it all. Why at Vicks- 
burg, as a matter of experiment, a dealer 
the other day in my presence dried a 100- 
yard roll of 244 bagging for three hours, 
and it Jost forty-one pounds. It had been 
overweighted to 250 pounds, and dropped 
in drying to 209 pounds. At Shreveport 
a 50-yard, 24%4-pound roll, after standing 
in the warehouse for eighteen months, 
lost in that time and thirteen 
pounds more in two hours’ drying: un- 
rolled in the sun. At St. Louis the other 
day two 70-yard two-pound rolls were 
weighed and then dried, and showed a re- 
spective loss of twent-three and one-half 
and twenty-five pounds in five hours and 
twenty minutes.” 

This somewhat lengthy extract shows 
the methods used and the results attained, 
but there is another feature connected 
with it. The parties who were primarily 
guilty of the fraud and imposition claimed 
that their patented process of manufac- 
turing jute bagging rendered it fireproof, 
and they sold it at a higher figure for this 
reason. It is shown that the only fire- 
proof quality it possesses is while it is 
damp from the salt water with which it is 
saturated, and that a few hours of ex- 
posure to the sun and air renders it more 
inflammable than it have been 
without the treatment. 

It is evidently a palpable swindle, and 
We note that Mr. Watson of Brenham, 
Texas, who appears to be an authority on 
such matters, estimates that the people of 
Texas have lately been paying at least 
:200,000 annually for salt and water. It 
is a rather expensive luxury.

The improved price of cotton during the year, as compared with that of recent years, 
has greatly benefited the entire cotton-producing section, the surplus stock of previous 
years having been consumed and the farmers fortunately having received a full share of 
the advance. 

As pointed out elsewhere, the development of cotton manufactures in the South con 
tinues upen a steady and substantial basis, and is contributing largely to the prosperity of 
that section of country. 

The increased business activity throughout the country during the year has resulted, 
however, in a large increase in the cost of the operations of the railways, both in labor and 
in materials used, and unfortunately the railways were unable, like other consumers, to 
increase the average price of the sole article which they have for sale, namely, trans 
yortation. 
' Other branches of business and industry can, when the cost of production increases 
increase their prices to meusurably correspond, but the average rates received by railway 
companies prac tically make no advance, and, as a rule, continue to diminish, even in times 
of increased cost of operation. The railways, therefore, in time of prosperity must secure 
improved results, if at all, solely by the more economical handling of a greater volume of 
traffic.
